As you undoubtedly know. President Carter did not appoint any public members 
to the 1977 Assay Commission on the basis that it was a governmental "frill" that 
did not deserve to be continued. He estimated the cost ("waste"?) at $2500, and 
even hinted that the Assay tradition might be discontinued altogether. 

I certainly don't want to see that happen, and I'm sure you don't, either. 

One of the best ways to make sure that the Assay Commission continues is to see 
that it doesn't cost the government any money (for 1978, at least).

To the Members of the Old Time Assay Commission 
Greetings: 

At this time I would like to make the announcement that Mr. Ray Lefman, 
Executive Secretary of the OTACS organization, has asked me to take over his 
position as Executive Secretary and I have accepted. 

Ray has been the Executive Secretary since its founding in 1964. Betty has 
been his Chief Assistant and together they have done a splendid job through the 
years and have made our annual get-togethers most memorial and enjoyable. I am 
sure that every member of CTACS who have participated have had a grand time on 
this one night of the year. 

Following the format set by Betty and Ray, our annual meeting this year will 
be in Houston at the Astro Village Hotel in the Tower Rooms six through nine on 
Thursday, August 24th after the Educational Program. 

There will be an increase in the annual dues for members of OTACS from five 
dollars to ten dollars. The reason for this increase is that no longer can we 
use modified dies from Medallic Art, but will have to go to new ones. This year 
the medal will be sculptured by Barbara Hyde and for the first time we will be 
paying her a small fee (about one-third of the normal price.)

We have something new this year and we think that it is quite exciting. 

Barbara Hyde is also designing a new, smaller permanent medal about the size of 

a nickel and now we can wear this all through the convention to show that we 

belong to CTACS and not have to wait until Thursday night to wear our badge the 

remaining couple of days. It is being made so it can be placed upon the official 

convention ribbon or worn on a lapel or a dress. It will be a permanent medal 

that can be used year after year at all numismatic conventions. It will be made 

of bronze and heavily gold-plat«i. We think that you will like it. The cost 

will be $5.00. We will be around the convention area from Sunday, the 20th 

until the following Sunday, the 27th. If you should wish to get your small 

badge before the Thursday night party, we will have them with us. You may also 
order this medal by mail. 

We are looking forward to seeing our good friends, the members of OT ACS, 
and to our gala party on the 24th of August in Houston.

Honorable P.M. Williams. We were honored at our meeting with the presence 
of immediate Past President, Florence Schook, and incoming President 
Stephen Taylor of the American Numismatic Association; also Ruthann 
Brettell, Executive Director, as well as many other distinguished guests. 
Of course we had many of our members there and we always hope for every- 
one that can possibly come to be there. 

About 10 P.M. a group of fifteen young girls, eight to fourteen years old, 
did forty minutes of clogging for entertainment. My! how they made 
their feet and legs go. They were very enthusiastically received and 
very well applauded for their interesting dancing. 

Afterward the new officers were announced: Paul Whitnah, Chief Assayer; 

E. H. Bixler, Chief Counter; Reva Kline, Chief Weigher; Rita McAvoy, 

Chief of Statistics; Betty and Ray Lefman, Chief Greeters; and Thelma 
and Dan Brown, Executive Secretaries. We all kept on at our same salaries 
which is zero dollars and cents. 

Our dear friends, Betty and Ray Lefman, missed being at A.N.A. for the 
first time in thirty years due to health as well as other problems at 
home. Our faithful couple, the E. Ward Russells, were there as always. 

Of course, there are all of the rest of our wonderful members who come 
and help make this a beautiful evening.

We are poor, in fact very poor. Unbeknown to us until after we had sent 
out the attendance, dues, and order sheet for the medals, we received a 
letter from Medallic Arts as to their new prices for the bronze and silver 
medals; $2.00 more for the bronze and "wow" $10.00 more for the silver 
than past years.

The price I mentioned is a minimum 
and could be higher. Also being discussed is a "Gala 25th Anniversary 
Party." Unless the A.N.A. changes plans, we should be in Pittsburgh in 
1989 at anniversary time. My, how time flies 1964 - 1989. 

We hope to get out a new membership booklet soon and will have all known 
address changes up to September 7 corrected. Any after that time we will 
send it in and hope its not too late. Either way, we will correct any 
changes here on our master list.
